Town to hire 3 cops 


Two disabled officers retired

The town is looking to hire 
three new police officers after 
two who had been out on long- 
term disability were recently 
retired, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said this week.

They are 
lovely children, and to tell the 
truth the goats are kind of cute. I 
like animals, I really do, but this 
whole situation is very upset- 
ting,” Ms. Innes said. 

According to the town’s zon- 
ing bylaws, the McKains are 
allowed to keep only two goats, 
because they have less than five 
acres of land. Their goat shed 
must also be moved so that it is 
at least 50 feet away from the 
neighbor’s property. The McK 
ains have hired a lawyer, who 
filed an appeal in land court to 
overturn Andover’s ZBA deci- 
sion and receive a waver to keep 
more than two goats. 

Ms. McKain said her family 
understands the neighbors’ posi- 
tion. She and the children are 
working to keep the goat area 
cleaner, and to monitor the goats 
better. She said they also plan to 
sell the noisy rooster and more of 
the goats’ offspring as soon as 
they can. 

Everett Penney, town health 
director, said his inspector did 
not find any health violations at 
the McKain goat area. He asked 
the McKains to modify how they 
store goat feed and to incorpo- 
rate lime into the manure when 
it’s buried, 

“They did everything we 
asked them to do. They are using 
good farming practices. If (town 
zoning or court authorities) call 
to find out what we've witnessed, 
I'd say no nuisance and no health 
problems exist. The Board of 
Health is on the McKains’ side,” 
said Mr. Penney. 

McKain kids and goat kids 

The McKains started with two 
goats nearly 10 years ago. As 
their family grew — James is now 
15, Nancy, 18, Katie, 11, Abby, 9, 
Jennie, 7, Emily, 4, and Joseph, 2 
— so did the number of goats. The

oldest children participate in 4-H 
activities and show their goats. 
Last weekend all seven children 
participated in the Westford 
Fair. Even 2-year-old Joseph 
showed a goat with the help of 
his sister Katie. The children 
show their goats in six fairs each 
summer, and they participate in 
Essex and Middlesex county 4-H 
activities year round. 

“The goats are pets for these 
children. Not only that, but rais- 
ing them teaches the children 
responsibilty. This is something 
that they really want to partici- 
pate in,” said Ms. McKain. 

Nancy, their oldest daughter, 
has raised more than three gen- 
erations of goats. She gets up at 6 
each morning to feed them, clean 
their living quarters and care for 
them. She has sold the kids, but 
has kept Sicily, their mother, 
now 7 years old. 

Katie said it will be difficult to 
choose which goats stay and 
which will be sold if the family 
must reduce the herd to two 
goats. 

“T love to be with them. As 
they get older they need more 
attention, You can even run with 
them and they will follow you 
because they really like people 
and don’t like to be alone,” she 
said. 

Ms. Innes said she recognizes 
the importance of 4-H, and is 
impressed by the commitment 
the McKain children have shown 
in raising their goats, but she 
believes there are too many goats 
on a small parcel of land. She 
said the McKains don’t use all 
three acres they own to raise the 
goats. 

“T don’t want to hurt the (McK- 
ain) kids, but this isn’t right. I 
kept thinking that things were 
going to get better. But if you 
want to go out and sit on the 
breezeway, the odor that you 
smell if the wind is blowing 
right, well it just isn’t right,” she 
said. 

Daniel Casper, ZBA chairman, 
said his board visited the McK- 
ain farm following a public hear- 
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‘I love the children. They 
are lovely children, and to 
tell the truth the goats are 
kind of cute. I like animals, 
I really do, but this whole 
situation is very upsetting.’ 


Dorothy Innes, a neighbor 


ing in July when the McKains plead their 
case to keep more than two goats. 

“We went up there and looked at the situa- 
tion. They are beautiful animals and the kids 
do a great job, but we ruled on what we saw 
the situation to be,” which is too many ani- 
mals on a piece of land that is too small, he 
said. 

Albert Evans, of 177 Shawsheen Road, said 
he has talked with the McKains, just as Ms. 
Innes has, but he believes the situation has 
gotten worse over the past 10 years, not bet- 
ter. 

“The odors have gotten worse. So have the 
noises, The (goats) get out and eat my gar- 


den. I sow seeds and the chickens eat them. 
They put up an electric fence, but it hasn't 
been totally effective,” he said. 

“We think they have wonderful children 
and it’s wonderful they are so involved with 
the 4-H program, but just not in this area,” he 
said, 

Ms. McKain said she understands her 
neighbors’ complaints, but she still believes 
there is room for compromise. She said they 
plan to sell more goats, but she believes her 
children need more than two goats to partici- 
pate in the activities they enjoy with 4-H. 

She doesn’t know how she and her chil- 
dren are going to reduce the goat herd to two 
animals if the land court doesn’t overturn 
the ZBA decision. 

“How do you say to the kids they have to 
pick just two? Do you choose the ones who 
are going to win the most prizes, or the ones 
they've owned the longest and have the most 
sentimental value?” she asked no one in par- 
ticular. 

For the time being the McKains will not be 
required moved the shed or reduce the num- 
ber of their goats. That all waits until the 
court rules on the McKains’ appeal, said 
Mike Buss, a town building inspector,

nance of its buildings and other facilities. 

“It’s the same kind of thing that’s going on 
at the High School,” Mr. Cullen said. “We 
want to deal with the worst parts of the 
deferred maintenance as quickly as we can 
before it gets worse.” 

About one third of the money will be used 
to pay off a $12 million bond issued in 1989 
for renovations to several campus buildings, 
including George Washington Hall. That 
bond was at a variable-interest rate and the 
MIFA bond is at a fixed rate, so it will be eas- 
ier to budget. 

The other roughly $23 million will be used 
to: 

« Upgrade the power plant facility in order 
to bring it up to conformance with the Clean 
Air Act, at a cost of $8 to $9 million. This 
includes converting the oil-fired steam plant 
to gas; 

+ Upgrade dormitories and faculty hous- 
ing. 

Like the town, PA had to set its priorities 
during the ’80s when booming inflation 
forced businesses and municipalities alike to 
invest in people rather than infrastructure. 

Every time a budget is put together, 
“you're structuring a set of compromises,” 
Mr. Cullen said. 

Now, just like the town, PA has some 
catching up to do. 

“Once we understood the problem, it 
became how to pay for it,” Mr. Cullen said. 
Low-interest bonds 

Borrowing to address problems with the 
physical plant of the school is new to PA in 
the last few years. 
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“Absolutely. It’s a brand new thing,” Mr. 
Cullen said. 

The 1989 loan became the first time in the 
school’s 215-year history it borrowed to 
invest in the buildings, according to Mr. 
Cullen. But that doesn’t mean the school or 
its endowment are not healthy, he said. 

The school secured the tax-exempt, $35- 
million bond for 30 years at 5.45 percent 
interest. The tax-exempt bonds have long 
been available to businesses, but have only 
been legally accessible to secondary schools 
since 1988. 

“In Massachusetts you couldn’t do it 
before 1988,” Mr. Cullen said. 

Because the bonds are tax exempt, mean- 
ing those who buy them don’t have to pay tax 
on the interest earned, they can be offered at 
lower rates. Had the low-interest loans been 
available before 1988, the school would no 
doubt have made use of them, Mr. Cullen 
said. 

PA borrowed another $6.5 million in 1991, 
which will remain outstanding. The school 
renovated seven dormitories between 1987 
and 1992. Renovations at George Washington 
Hall cost about $12 million and renovations 
at the Oliver Wendell Holmes Library cost 
another $10 million, according to Mr. Cullen. 

The school’s physical plant is worth $270 
million, which means that’s what it would 
take to replace the buildings and facilities it

The world comes to 
Andover through IMT 


By Don Staruk 

Jet engine parts, turbine blades, arti- 
ficial hips, knees and shoulders, gun 
barrels, missile and space capsule com- 
ponents and ball-point-pen balls: What 
do these have in common? All of them 
are at least partially made at a company 
here in Andover. 

Industrial Materials Technology Inc., 
at 155 River St. on the Wilmington line, 
is the world’s largest company offering 
hot isostatic processing products and 
services. 

“We're a small company, but in our 
field we're very big,” John C. Hebeisen, 
vice president of marketing and sales, 
said during a recent tour of the facility. 

IMT is preparing for the celebration 
later this month of its 25th year in busi- 
ness. The company has been in 
Andover since 1980. 

IMT uses hot isostatic pressing, or 
HIP, to make higher quality castings for 
a variety of products. 

“Bssentially, it’s a high-pressure, 
high-temperature heat-treating pro- 
cess,” Mr. Hebeisen said. “We use that 
to densify materials basically.” 

In a cast turbine blade, for instance, 
there might be small bubbles, “voids,” 
in the alloy. 

“What our process does is take the 
voids out,” he said. “The high pressure 
squeezes the bubbles out. You get better 
mechanical properties and you get bet- 
ter fatigue properties. It improves the 
service life.” 

The HIP process can also compress 
metal dust or metal-alloy pellets into 


solid forms. 
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An HIP unit with its high-pres- 
sure chamber being worked on

aap to unit is off it and to the 
side. 


“The process is state-of-the art,” said, 
Dr. Robert Widmer, co-founder and 
president of IMT. 

The HIP unit 

An HIP unit consists of a high-pres- 
sure chamber with a furnace inside. A 
cast product is placed inside the cham- 
ber, then the huge screw-type cap 
encloses the chamber. The electric heat 
is cranked up and Argon, a heavier- 
than-air, inert gas, is pumped in under 
high pressure, The gas provides an 
even pressure to all surfaces of the cast- 
ing to prevent distortion. 

The bubbles or voids are in most cas- 
es vacuum cavities created by the 
expansion of the material as the casting 
cooled. The HIP process condenses the 
material to fill the cavity. If there were

visible on the outside of the casting from 
where the material was condensed. In some 
aeronautical applications, these imperfec- 
tions then would need to be filled. 


Some HIP units provide up to 15,000, 


pounds-per-square-inch of pressure, while 
others go as high as 40,000 psi. The units can 
process as much material as will fit into 
them. 

In 1986, IMT built an addition to its River 
Street plant to house a single new HIP unit. 

“This vessel is the biggest one in the 
world,” Mr. Hebeisen said. 

The 64-inch wide, 120-inch deep unit can 
hold a five-foot-wide, nearly 10-foot high 
piece of material under 15,000 psi of pressure. 
The unit itself ways 110 tons. Its screw top 
ways another 40,000 pounds. 

“So that’s a big piece of gear,” Mr, 
Hebeisen said. 

Most of the HIP units are much smaller, 
The amount of pressure and heat used in the 
process depends on the material being 
pressed, 

“We might process something from as low 
as a couple of hundred degrees Fahrenheit to 
let’s say 3,500 degrees Fahrenheit,” Dr. Wid- 
mer said. 

“One of these cycles might last 12 hours. It 
might last 30 hours,” Dr. Widmer said. 

“We can process maybe 25 tons of material 
in a single cycle,” Mr. Hebeisen said. “So it’s 
big production stuff.” 

Applications 

The process is simple, according to Mr, 

Hebeisen, but the applications are varied. 


HIP is used to treat structural castings of 


modern jet engines and turbine propeller 
blades, but also to reduce the failure rate for 
items such as cobalt-based hip, knee and 
shoulder implants, and hardware for seat 
belts that go in General Motors automobiles. 

“We do quite a bit of government work as 
well as commercial work,” Mr. Hebeisen 
said, “The process is expensive but to get into 
more commercial applications we're trying

to get the process down by doing bigger 
loads,” 

The materials that can be treated with HIP 
include titanium, cobalt- and aluminum- 
based alloys, nickel, steel, other metals, 
ceramics and glass. The company is also 
developing treatments for plastics, such as 
those used in the sockets for hip-joint 
implants. 

Other products treated with HIP include 
9mm pistols, shotgun casings and aluminum 
impellers for truck engine turbo chargers. 
One of the company’s bread and butter jobs 
involves the bonding of a tungsten-carbide 
alloy onto steel valve lifters for truck 
engines. HIP has greatly improved the quali- 
ty of the lifters. 

“The scrap rate has gone from percent 
to under a half percent,” Mr. Hebeisen said of 
the valves. “This is a high volume part for 
us,” 

But the success of the HIP process on the 
valves has created a sort of Catch-22 for IMT. 
The production has dropped because the lack 
of failures has reduced the demand, Mr. 
Hebeisen said. 

A large item going into the 60-inch HIP 
unit during the tour was mold of a Beryllium 
powder that IMT was “densifying” into solid 
form to make a structural material for a 
space capsule, according to Mr. Hebeisen., 

They also do work on titanium valves and 
pump components that go into nuclear reac- 
tor type applications, and also some stainless 
steel parts. And let's not forget the ballpoint: 
pen balls. 

“That's the smallest piece we've done I’m 
sure,” Mr. Hebeisen said. 

Other developments 

In addition to the hot isostatic pressing, 
the company has developed cold isostatic 
pressing using room-temperature water, 
instead of Argon and heat, to make a cast, 

Titanium powder is poured into a rubber 
mold and cast into form under the water 
pressure, That cast is then put through the 
HIP unit and the result is a hardened titani- 
um. The company currently uses this tech- 
nique to make war-head chambers for 
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Stinger missiles. 

“By the thousands we make 
those,” Dr. Widmer said. 

Another HIP process condens:- 
es atomized metal alloy pellets 
into solid steel. Each pellet con- 
tains specific combinations of 
compounds and the process 
allows a more even distribution 
of those elements through the 


to make cutting tools for drill 
bits and lathes. 
Environmentally friendly 

Hot isostatic processing is a 
clean and safe procedure, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hebeisen. 

“There are no effluents from 
the process,” Mr. Hebeisen said

other elements it might pick up 
during the process. If that hap- 
pens, it is released into the out- 
side air. 

“Basically, it’s condensed out 
of the air in the first place,” Mr. 
Hebeisen said. 

Argon is an inert gas natural- 
ly present in air at levels of 1 or 2 
percent, according to Mr. 
Hebeisen. 

Because it is a heavier than 
air gas, a pit is constructed 
beneath each HIP unit to catch 
any Argon that might leak from 
the equipment, and sensors 
detect the presence of any gas in 
the pits. The only way it could be 
a problem is if the gas was in a 
heavy concentration in a con- 
fined area. Since it displaces air, 
there would be no oxygen and it 
could cause suffocation. 

The heat in the process is gen- 
erated by electricity run through 
coils. 

The HIP procedure has histor- 
ically been a safe one, according 
to IMT officials. 

“There’s never been a hot iso- 
static processor that has blown 
up. It’s a very safe process,” Mr. 
Hebeisen said. 

History of IMT 

IMT was started in 1968 by Dr. 
Widmer, then a member of the 
staff at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology in Cam- 
bridge, and a small group of the 
school’s alumni along with 
National Forge Co. of Pennsylva- 
nia, a company that built the 
equipment. 

“At that point, the process 
was really a laboratory process,” 
Dr. Widmer said. “The goal was 
to exploit any commercial appli- 
cation of the process.” 

The group gambled that the 
process would be an important 
one. 

“As it turned out, the forecast 


In 1980, the company 
moved to Andover mainly 


because the town was 
looking for clean industry. 


was correct,” Dr. Widmer said. 
“We put it on the map.” 

They started with a single 6- 
inch HIP unit in Cambridge and 
moved to Woburn in 1970. In 
1980, the company moved to 
Andover mainly because the 
town was looking for clean 
industry and supported the com- 
pany’s applications for state 
industrial development bonds, 
according to its president. 

“They said, ‘Yes. We'd like 
this industry to develop,’” Dr. 
Widmer said. “It was a good 
help.” 

The company now has nine 
HIP units in Andover, including 
the biggest one in the world. 

“This building was basically 
built to service that,” Mr. 
Hebeisen said of the addition. 
“We about doubled the size of the 
plant in 1986. This was a big 
investment for us,” $8 or 9 mil- 
lionn. 

The company employs 60 peo- 
ple here and about 20 more 
throughout the country. 

“We run a three-shift opera- 
tion typically, five days a week,” 
Mr. Hebeisen said. 

The company has a total of 17 
units in the United States in four 
locations with other locations in 
Oregon, Ohio and Kentucky. It 
also has locations in Europe. 

The company was bought out 
last year by BodyCote Interna- 
tional of the United Kingdom. 
IMT has gross annual sales of $14 
million and together with H.LP. 
Ltd. of Chesterfield, England, its 
new sister company, IMT now 
forms the largest HIP service 
company in the world.

Adventure-based education is 
common ground at Pike School 


Project Adventure may not be 
a familiar term to students in all 
schools, but it is an important 
part of the overall program at 
Pike School. A component of the 
physical education curriculum, 
it provides an alternative to tra- 
ditional competitive sports.

“He is off the payroll” pending his retire- 
ment, Mr. Stapezynski said. 

A three-member PERA panel approved 
the town’s contention that Mr. Siopes is “dis- 
abled from doing the job as a police officer,” 
according to Mr. Stapczynski. 

Rodney Smith, town accountant and a 
member of the Andover Contributory Retire- 
ment Board, said this week that Sgt. Siopes’ 
retirement hasn't been approved by the 
board yet, and that it would probably come 
up at the board’s next meeting on Wednes- 
day, Sept. 29. 

Patrolman Frank Froburg Jr. voluntarily 
retired on May 18. Patrolman Froburg went 
out injured in September 1991 after he 
tripped and hurt his back while responding 
to a call. He has since had a disc operation. 

Patrolman Fred Sunderland was retired 
on an ordinary disability in April of this 
year pending a court decision on whether 
his retirement should be accidental or ordi- 
nary. Patrolman Sunderland went out on 
disability in 1988 for emotional stress. 
Three new hires 

Despite the fact that Sgt. Siopes’ retire- 
ment is still pending, Mr. Stapezynski said 
the town will go ahead and fill three posi- 
tions. 

Those at the top of the list for the patrol 
officer positions would be the two laid off in 
July of 1991, Brian McAnally and Joseph 
Thibodeau III. Both men were hired by 
North Reading. Mr. McAnally has since 
become a member of the state police and it is 
unlikely he would leave that job to return to 
Andover. Mr. Thibodeau still works for 
North Reading and Mr. Stapezynski was 
unsure if he would be interested in return- 
ing to Andover. 

“He has all the rights in the world to do 
so,” Mr. Stapcezynski said. 

Next on the list would be police officers in 
other communities who have applied to 
transfer to Andover, according to Lt. Phillip 
Froburg, operations director for the depart- 
ment. 

The advantage to hiring transfers would 
be a savings in time and money. A new 
recruit requires 12 to 15 weeks at the police 
academy, followed by on-the-job training. In 
addition to the financial costs of such train- 
ing, it takes nearly a year before the recruit 
is able to be on his own on the job, according 
to Lt. Froburg. 

“It’s expensive and it’s really time con- 
suming,” Lt. Froburg said. 


Fewest officers in years 

The police department currently has 43 
sworn officers including Chief James John- 
son, six lieutenants, seven sergeants and 29 
patrolmen and patrolwomen. 

Chief Johnson said in April the town has 
been operating with 43 sworn officers since 
1991, after being up to 50 before that. 

Lt. Hector Pattullo retired in 1990. Patrol- 
man Mark McDermott left the department in 
1990, and his position was later cut along 
with those of patrolmen Thibodeau and 
McAnally in June of 1991. Patrolman 
Matthew Aumais left the force in 1992 to take 
a job with the Massachusetts State Police. Lt. 
Donald Mooers Jr. resigned in December of 
ace most recent to be hired are patrolmen 
Thibodeau, in 1989, and McAnally, in 1990. 
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Good news, bad news on state aid

The good news is the town will receive 
about $275,000 more in state aid this year 
than last year, according to the recently 
released Fiscal 1994 cherry sheets. The bad 
news is it may require a special town meet- 
ing to spend the additional aid, according to 
Tony Torrisi, budget and finance director. 

And although the law doesn’t say the 
appropriation has to come before the select- 
men set the tax rate in December, Mr. Tor- 
risi believes it means the town needs a spe- 
cial fall town meeting. 

“T just don’t see how you can do it without 
a special town meeting before the tax rate is 
set,” Mr. Torrisi said Tuesday. 

Last year the town received $492,200 in Per 
Pupil Education aid, but because that aid 
was in the form of a grant, its appropriation 
did not require town meeting approval. This 
year the town will receive the $492,000 plus 
an additional $264,108 in “New Education 
Aid,” all of which falls under Chapter 70 edu- 
cation aid. But according to the new Educa- 
tion Reform laws, a special town meeting is 
now required to appropriate the education 
aid. 

“Despite the fact that FY '94 Chapter 70 
includes amounts provided in FY ’93 that 
could be expended without appropriation 
(i.e., Equal Education Opportunity Grant aid 
and Per Pupil Education aid), all FY 94 
Chapter 70 aid and minimum required local 
contributions must be appropriated at town 
meeting,” according to a directive from the 
state. 

Mr. Torrisi said he believes that means 
the town has to have a special town meeting

Required spending 

Education Reform also 
requires minimum spending on 
schools by all towns, but accord- 
ing to Mr. Torrisi, Andover 
already spends the required min- 
imum. 

The state figures the mini- 
mum according to the town’s 
total income, and set Andover’s 
required spending for this year 
at about $26.6 million. 

The net spending on schools 
last year in Andover was $25.1 
million, including the $20.8 mil- 
lion school budget and an addi- 
tional $4.3 million on the town 
side of the budget. But the 
increases appropriated at Town 
Meeting last spring, in both the 
school and town budgets, will 
adequately cover the $1.5 million 
difference needed to meet the 
minimum requirement this 
year, according to Mr. Torrisi. 


Other changes 

Total state aid receipts for this 
year are $3,771,132. Total charges 
by the state are $1,096,543, for a 
net aid package of $2,674,589. 

That's up $275,646 from the 
net $2,398,943 received last year. 
But the net is up between 


$600,000 and $800,000 from what 
the town planned on, and budget- 
ed for, last spring, according to 
Mr. Torrisi. 

The education aid accounts 
for about $500,000 of that 
increase since the town only 
planned on getting about half of 
the $492,000 in Per Pupil Educa- 
tion aid it received last year. 

The town also received a 
$64,622 increase in police career 
incentive aid due to the state 
finally kicking in its full share of 
Quinn Bill money. The state is 
mandated to pay 50 percent of 
this money, which provides 
bonuses to police officers with 
college degrees, but had only 
paid 30-35 percent for the past 
several years. The town was one 
party in a lawsuit against the 
state aimed at forcing full pay- 
ment of the Quinn Bill money. 
That suit was recently won and 
about $43,000 was already paid to 
the state at the end of June as 
part of a settlement for what was 
owed. 

The town also benefited from 
a new aid category, “Municipal 
Stabilization Aid,” which netted 
the town $50,840 this year. 

The only significant increase 
in charges against the town by 
the state was in retired teachers 
health insurance, which cost the 
town $70,000 more this year than 
last year.

Not only do Andover High School students 
continue to score higher on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Tests than the majority of their 
peers in this state and the nation, but their 
1993 scores are the highest they’ve been in 24 
years. 

Statistics released last month show that 
the average SAT score — math and verbal 
combined - for Andover seniors is 88 points 
above the state average, and 92 points above 
the national average. 

The average verbal score for Andover 
High’s class of 1993 was up 25 points from the 
previous year. Andover’s average verbal 
score went from 446 in 1992, to 471 last year, 
The average math score was up four points, 
from 616 to 520. A perfect score is 800 for one 
exam, or 1,600 combined. 

The SATs are a set of standardized exams 
that high school juniors and seniors are eligi- 
ble to take. Many colleges and universities 
use SAT scores as one of several indicators of 
how well students will achieve during their 
first year at college, said Tim Thomas, AHS 
principal. 

Students taking exam increase 

Last year 96 percent of the seniors at AHS 
took the SATs, which is an all-time high, 
according to Mr. Thomas. 

“Some schools only encourage their top 
students to take the SATs,” which can give a 
misleading picture of a school’s overall per- 
formance, he added. 

According to Mr. Thomas, about 81 per- 
cent of high school seniors in the state take 
the SATs. Nationally, the number drops to 
about 43 percent, he said. 

“Virtually all the credit goes to the kids,” 
said Mr. Thomas. 

He also attributes the improved scores to 
some of the initiatives begun during the '91- 
‘92 school year to prepare students for the 
SATs. When last year's seniors were juniors, 
SAT review guides were used in math and 
English classes. Students also had an oppor- 
tunity to participate in a Stanley Kaplan SAT 
preparation session and take a practice SAT 
exam, which gave them a follow-up analysis 
of their results,: 

During the '92-93 school year, junior and 
senior English classes included a program of 
SAT materials and exercises and test-taking 
strategies and skill reviews. 

This year a new, revised SAT exam will be 
given, said Mr. Thomas. The goal of the new 
format is to address the concerns of critics of 
the exam, who have said the tests are culture 
and gender biased. 

“SAT officials say the new format will test 
for the same skills and the scores will be 
comparable” to scores from past exams, he 
said. 

Last March, an official from the College 
Board organization that distributes the SATs 
presented a workshop for Andover High 
teachers to help them prepare this year’s 
juniors and seniors to take the tests, 

About 60 Andover High School students 
will take a trial test of the new, revised exam. 

Mr. Thomas said he is proud of the 1993 
SAT scores, but he doesn’t believe in resting 
on the school’s laurels. He said the school 
will continue to provide students with the 
the same opportunities to prepare for the 
exams as it has in the past few years. 

Other communities 

Inquires into how high school seniors in 
other similar, socio-economic communities 
tested on the SAT exams revealed similar 
scores. About 92 percent of the seniors at 
North Andover High School. took the exam

last year, said Principal Emmett 
Goggin. Their average verbal score 
was 455, and their average math 
score was 507, he said. 

An official at Wellesley High 
School said her office has not calcu- 
lated the average scores from the 
raw 19938 data, but the 1992 average 
verbal and math scores were 497 and 
557, respectively. At Masconomet 
Regional High School in Boxford 
(Boxford, Topsfield and Middleton), 
the 1993 results also were not tabu- 
lated yet, but a school official there 
said the 1992 average verbal and 


math scores were 474 and 522 respec- - 


tively. 


Advanced Placement exams 

And in another bit of good news 
about Andover High School stu- 
dents, Mr. Thomas said students also 
exceeded previous achievements in 
the Advanced Placement. exams. 
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Shawsheen K bus fees reduced? 


School Committee Chairwoman 
Susan Dalton said the committee 
may consider reducing the $210 
bus fee for Shawsheen School 
kindergartners who only ride the 
bus one way. The committee’s next 
meeting is scheduled for Tuesday, 
Sept. 7, at 7:30 p.m. in the school 
office building at Whittier Court. 

Last week, about half a dozen 
parents of Shawsheen kindergart- 
ners spoke at a committee meeting 
against paying the full fee for only 
half the service. There is no mid- 
day bus, so $210 pays for only a 
ride to school for morning kinder- 
garten students, or a ride home fol- 
lowing the afternoon classes. 


The school department charges 
$210 for Shawsheen School stu 
dents and those in grades seven 
through 12 to ride a bus to and 
from school. Legally the town is 
only required to provide free bus- 
ing to elementary school students. 
But, Shawsheen School is an open 
enrollment program and not con- 
sidered a regular district school, 
said Carol Znamierowski, trans- 
portation coordinator. 

Ms. Dalton said many kinder- 
garten students attend the daycare 
program at SHED (Shawsheen 
Extended Day) either before or

A must: Choosing to have small families

In the time it takes to read this 
sentence, world population will grow 
by six people (births minus deaths). 

Doesn't sound like much? It’s 
more than a quarter million every 
day. At this rate, the earth’s human 
family will double in size again, 
reaching 11 billion by about the year 
2030. 

In the midst of this crushing 
crowd, what will living in the U.S. 
(itself growing at three million annu- 
ally) be like for our children? Can 
Andover, which faces strong pres- 
sure to grow and develop its limited 
resources, escape the overpopulation 
problem? 

Pollution, congestion and other 
miseries don't just happen sponta- 
neously. Sad to say, virtually all envi- 
ronmental degradation ultimately 
originates with having so many 
human beings; untrammeled popula- 
tion growth, unless somehow cur- 
tailed, dooms all other “ecology” 
efforts. In many ways, this is actually 
a bigger problem in America than 
elsewhere. Less than a quarter of the 
world’s people live in developed 
countries such as ours, but this 
minority does greater damage due to 
its disproportionate overconsump- 


_ tion and waste of such resources as 
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energy, farmland and forests. We 
also set a bad example for the rest of 
the world, whose consumption habits 
emulate those of Americans, 

Already, in Andover as elsewhere, 
overpopulation is also undermining 
our efforts to meet human needs with 
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increasingly expensive services such 
as schools, public safety, water and 
so-called “disposal” of wastes. The 
quality of life we want to perpetuate — 
as indicated, for instance, by the 
selectmen’s inquiry into visions for 
the town’s future — is deeply threat- 
ened unless our population is stabi- 
lized. 

The perils of overgrowth can be 
arrested, but only through a combi- 
nation of public policies at all levels. 
Among the most vital elements are: 1. 
universal availability of reproduc- 
tive education and family-planning 
services; 2. development and distri- 
bution of safer and more effective 
contraceptives; 3. complete social 
and economic equality for women; 4. 
more and better infant and child 
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care; and 5. effective measures to 
break the cycle of poverty. 

No one will win if we wait until 
government is forced to adopt coer- 
cive population-control] measures. 
(Sound impossible? Look at today’s 
China.) To prevent this, support from 
everyone — from world leaders to the 
folks next door - is needed for help- 
ing people choose to have small fami- 
lies. This help must include teaching 
our young people well about their 
choices in life, including reproduc- 
tive choices, and about the social and 
economic impacts of their actions. 

It’s tempting to dismiss the nation- 
al and international overpopulation 
problem as remote from our comfort- 
able town. Please don’t. Heed the 
bumper-sticker advice to “think glob- 
ally, act locally.” Support relatives’ 
and friends’ choices to have only two 
children, or one or none.

Watching class sizes 

According to school department 
figures tabulated last week, 5,190 stu- 
dents are enrolled in the public 
school system for this fall. There are 
2,713 students in pre-kindergarten 
through grade five, 1,200 students in 
a@rades six through eight, and 1,277 
students in grades nine through 12. 

Superintendent Mark McQuillan 
said his office is monitoring several 
large classes in the system’s elemen- 
tary schools that have the potential 
to exceed the School Committee’s 

< policy on maximum pupil-teacher 

ratios. Dr. McQuillan already has 
hired an additional first-grade teach- 
er at Bancroft Elementary School to 
reduce the ratio of 27 to 1, to 22 to 1. 

So far there are only 49 kinder- 
garten students enrolled at South 
Elementary School, which was 
assigned three teachers. That would 
have resulted in three, half-day class- 
es with 16 students in two and 17 ina 
third class. Dr. McQuillan said he 
will re-assign one of the teachers and 
there will be just two kindergarten 
classes at South, with 24 and 25 stu- 
dents, and additional aide time if 
deemed necessary. 

The committee’s policy states that 
kindergarten classes have 20 stu-

through two shall have 23 students 
plus or minus four children; and 
grades three through five shall have 
95 students, plus or minus four chil- 
dren. 

At the secondary level the student- 
teacher ratios are determined in a 
different manner. They are based on 
a formula of 40 teaching periods per 
1,000 students in academic areas 
such as English, math, social studies, 
science and foreign language. 

The committee’s policy also estab- 
lishes that each elementary school 
classroom will have 12 hours of 
teacher aide time per week, and 
three more hours will be assigned for 
each additional four students over 
the established standard in each 
classroom. Conversely, three hours 
of aide time will be deleted for each 
reduction of four students under the 
set standard. 

One of the classes that Dr. McQuil- 
lan said he is monitoring is the third 
grade at Bancroft Elementary 
School, because 112 students were 
enrolled as of last week. There are 
four teachers at that grade level, 
which results in 28 students per 
class. Last week Dr. McQuillan told 
School Committee members and par- 
ents assembled at the committee 
meeting that he will consider 
increasing teacher aide time for Ban- 
croft’s third grade if more students 
enroll.
